Niagara is about to get jazzed. 

The inaugural Niagara Region 
Jazz Festival will gather dozens of 
musicians performing at six venues 
over 10 days, starting Friday. It’s 
part of a plan to create a viable jazz 
scene within the region, a task co¬ 
organizer Tamas Brummer knows is 
an uphill climb. 

“Compared to Toronto, Kitchener, 
Guelph ... the jazz scene in the 
region is pretty dismal,” says the 
owner of Chippawa’s Savoury and 
Sweet Restaurant. 

Without the population of jazz 
hot spots like Toronto and Montreal, 
it’s up to Niagara’s small clubs to 
build momentum. If blues and rock 
cater to tourists, jazz can be for the 
locals. Brummer, a former Montreal 
resident, was at the very first 
Montreal International Jazz Festival 
in 1980, which featured Ray Charles 
and Chick Corea. 

To help kickstart a local scene, the 
non-profit Greater Niagara Jazz Club 
was formed to promote local talent, 
create a network of new venues to 
feature jazz and attract top Canadian 
jazz artists to the region. 

"It’s not geared for tourists,” says 
Brummer. 

The regional fest starts Friday at 
Canalside Restaurant in Port 
Colbome, with Lara Solnicki. The 
next night sees The Wares at Panini 
Restaurant in Thorold, followed by 
Gin-Tonic at Jordan’s Calamus 
Estate Winery Sunday.

Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox 
(varicella-zoster virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains 
dormant in nerve cells in your body. It can become reactivated after many years 
resulting in shingles.

As all medicines and vaccines can have 
side effects, some people may experience redness, pain, swelling, or bruising 
at the site of injection or headache. These are the most common unwanted 
effects, but they are usually minor. This vaccine was found to reduce the risk 
of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) within the 
first year after receiving the vaccine.
